All 14 who died were horribly 
burned ns flaming fuel anC three 
explosions reduced the two big buses 
to rubble. 
Survivors said the westbound bus 
iU|-as paaslnff a car when the other 
^HuB loomed out of the tog. heading 
east. Both buses skidded on the 
slick pavement and the westbound 
vehicle ploughed broadside Into Uic 
eoatbound bus which was loaded 
with servicemen on leave tor Chrlat' 

Wllne.i.ies nald the westbound bus 
"wrapped Itself around" the other 
Tehlclc. 

All but one of the bodlea had 
been identified today. The Hth was 
burned so badly It wu almost Im- 
possible to determine the sex but 
Tooele county Sheriff Pay Gil- 
lette Mid ho waa "pretty sure" It 
won that of B serviceman. 

Twelve bodies were laid out In 
an Improvised morgue behind n 
Tooele, Utah, funeral home. The 
13Lh and lIUi were taken to Salt 
Lake City morluarlci. 

Hospitals here treated the 35 In- 
jured, seven of whom were lUted 
an In ncrlous condition. 

Daniel E. E^gers. Salt Lake City, 
driver of the eastbound bus, was one 
ot those killed. The other driver, 
Uoyd Harris, Salt Uke City, was 
suffering from shock and could not 
talk to authorities.

Temperatures across the country 
wen mild, however. The coldest re- 
port at mldnlRht won nine above 
lero at Caribou, Me. Duluth report- 
ed 17 above. The wannest spot was 
Key West with 15.

Allied of- 
ficials said they were not concerned 
obout the rcsumpUon ot maneuvers. 

MeanUme, some residents ot tha 
Berlin area, an ti -communist villa ga 
of Stolpo packed for a trip to the 
western sec tors or Berlhj aricr 
French occupation troops handed 
Iho village's 350 acres of rich farm- 
land over to the Russians.

U. S. Reserve 
Board Rulings 
Are Explained 

WASHINOTON —Two day» be- 
fore Christmas In 1D13 Woodrow 
Wllaon received a small committee 
in hU White Hou.-mj study, picked up 
hla pen and sluned a paper which 
brought the federal reserve lysUm 
Into being. 

Ita purpose was to keep American 
bualncss on a more even keel. As ■ 
cenUul banklns nystcm It waa 
unique In world history. It was, and 
is. really, a sort of ooopera- 
Uve between go»emment and prl- 
Tat« banks under which the banks 
Ret a degree of aid In return for a 
degree ot sell dUctpllne. 

Blgnlflcant Changea 
The sa years which hava passed 
have seen the duties of tha system 
remain consUnt. But there have 
been alsnJflcant changes In the 
waye In which the federal roMrve 
board meeU Its duUes. 

At lint the reserve limited Itaell 
to supervision of banks. Now Its 
orders reach so tar afield that they 
touch any single family plannlns 
to buy an auto, stove— a Ions lUt 
of things— on Installment. 

Rlslor7 Beeerds Changi 
The reserve's own history of Itaelt 
records the change this way: 

"Ita original purposes, aa con' 
cdved by Its founders, were U 
give the coimtry an elastic currency, 
to provide facilities for discount- 
ing commercial paper, and to Im- 
prova the supervision ot banking. 

"Over the ycora the Bj'stem haa 
developed a broader objective, name- 
ly, to help prevent Inflations and 
deflations, and to do Its share in 
creating conditions favorable to 
BUstatned high emploi-ment. stable 
values, and a rising level of con' 
BUmptloi." 

The duty "to help prevent Infla- 
Uons and dctlatlona" has been tho 
cause for moat ot the movea the 
Aynlcfn has made alnee the war 
ended. Dock In 1D45 the tlicn chair- 
man ot Uie board, Marrlner Ecclea. 
betian to aouiul tlio warning that 
prlcen would sky-rocket 
Little Sympathy 
Ho met lltUa sj-mpathy for hla 
flrot wamlngi. But as the salaried 
family got Into a tighter and tlghtcr 
squeesc. both federal reservo and 
the treasury department made at- 
forta to dry up vast sums of money 
which were bidding tor the short 
supply ot goods. Finally congress 
put a new blesslns on the federal 
reserve's efforts. 

Hero are some ot the steps the 
federal reser^'a haa Uken: 

1. It laid down rules for InsUlmcnt 
buying. In effect, these limit tho 
numbers of buyers ot autoa and 
household furnish Ins by forclns 
them to make a bigger down pay- 
ment and to ccfnplete tho pay- 
ments quicker on anythtne costing 
(5.000 or under. 

3. It aaJd thojs tamlllea which 
bought anything that costs under 
11.000 on Initalment* could have 
only IS months to pay up. 
IS Monthi to Pay 
3. Tliose who go on the cuff for 
oQithlnE coellng between tlJKO and

pnv^dow&'li-Uilitf 'et tUfe cost; Jlut 
a fifth Is needed for a down pay- 
ment on tho rest of the list: Btovea, 
dishwashers, radio and television 
furniture, rugs, etc 
Together with tho treasury, 
federal reserve asreed that Interest 
rates on certain short-term treasury 
bills should be hiked. This waa In 
order to attract Invcelors. What- 
moncy went Into such Invest- 
ments WIS Just that much leu 
floatlnc around the stores. 

C. Federal reserve dried up an- 
other blUlon dollars by asking lis 
central bank« to Increase reserves 
behind ttielr saving deposits by that 
much. 

Even with all these steps. Thomas 
B. McCabe, chairman of the federal 
board, warned recentlj- tnat 
at least some prices are likely to 
Stay high tor some time.

FRONTIER, Oermany. Dec. 30 (UJO 
—This Is a stoty that Is txlm re- 
peated I.OOO times a night — possibly 
iOMO times a month— alone the 
750 miles where the Soviet nme of 
Oermany twrders the Amerlcsn snd 
British xones. 

It U the story ol WUU Klempp 
and the night that he, and his wife 
and his son slipped across the lonal 
frontier from eastern Oermany Into 
the American eone, refugees from 
communism. 

Willi Klempp Isn't his real name. 
But his case Is typical. 

He lived In a small but ones pros- 
perous town In ThurUifla In tha So- 
viet zono of Oermany. Things had 
gone from bad to worse for him 
since the end of the war. 

The commimlsta had promised 
prosperity tmder a Russian-spon- 
sored two-year plan. Instead, fac- 
tories closed tiecausa they couldnt 
get enough coal and raw material. 

The shortages were tntetultled by 
tho western allies' counter-blockade, 
Imposed In retaliation for the Rus- 
sian highway and rail blockade of 
Bertln^^ 

KtemPITs Job as loreman ot a 
small Iron foundry collapsed. He 
had had no clothes since before tho 
WOT. He could Bet only black bread 
for his family to eat. There hsd been 
no meat tor the past six weeks. 
There were no fats at all. 

Tho Ru.-uilans promised 3,000 cal- 
orlts a day. Klempp and his fami- 
ly were lucky If they were geltlng 
l.m. 

He gave up attending political 
meetings after his Christian Dem- 
ocratic party waa forced Into tha 
communist fold In eastern Germany. 
The Bovlet rone Oerman police not- 
ed hla absence. They went to his 
house once and asked questions. 
Thay also asked ourstlons ot his 
nelEhbors. 

Recalling that thref friends al. 
ready had been "drafted" for labor 
service som ewh ere In Russia, 
Klempp decided the time had come 
to flee. It meant leaving his pre- 
war home, his 1037 car and his fur- 
niture and household goods. 

But hl.i wife and his son agreed 
that flight seemed the only anawi 
Tliey remembered letlcrn from a 
brother In the American rone dts- 
crlblnit life there and decided to tn- 
and Join him. 

Tlie three Klempps packed only 
what they could cany— warm cloth- 
ing, a few valuables that they might 
trade for western marks and a UlUo 
extra food. They told neighbors 
they were going to visit a cousin and 
boarded a train for the west next 
morning. 

The train carried them within five 
and one-half miles ol tho frontier. 
Their hearts pounded as they moved 
aWay from the station with tjfelr 
heavy sultea-'es under the eyes of 
a number of blue-unlformed Soviet 
sonal police. 

They traded their last east marks, 
two packets ot clgarettci and all 
that remamed of their cheese tor an 
old wooden cnrt on which thay 
loaded their luggage. 

They pushed the cart alons 
muddy side road out of town that 
angled closo to tho frontier. Down 
an IntersecUns road they could ace 
a line of Soviet trenches dug across 
the highway. There were heavy 
wooden barricades and a small 
guard shelter. 

Tho Klempps— father, mother and 
son— followed tho side road Into d 
heavily wooded area. Dusk waa fall- 
Ins as they pushed the cart off the 
road In among the trees which ex- 
tended across the frontier. 

A Oerman Soviet border guard 
passed on patrol. Tho Klempps had 
heard of what happened to those 
caught trying to fico ea&tem Ger- 
many. But they wer* safe behind " 
clianp ot shrubberj' and were ni 
found. 

A heavy fog began to descend. 
They Umed tho patrol, then moved 
forward abondonlns the cart and 
clutching their few possessions. 
T"1ce thay crouched In parvlo as they 
Sllmpsed a man moving out of the 
Soviet guard shelter nlons tlie bar- 
ricaded road. 
Then, suddenly, they were across 



the frontier. It waa marked by 
tree with painted tuuids ot white 
and yellow. They hurried to the 
German American cone guard sU- 
tlon. 

A German policeman challensed 
them. Klempp ehouted his mission- 
escape. His papers were examined 
and ha told his story. Although 
he entered illegally, the guards de- 
cided not to send him and bU fam- 
ily back to tha Soviet Bone. 
Few refuseea are turned back.

where she completed her training 
course nnd received her fh-st foreign 
ns-tlgnment. In December of thnt 
year she sailed to Hnwnll. where she 
wns assigned to SchoMeld barracks. 

There. Miss Scully's work was not 
only with army per.'.onnrl regularly 
Btntloncd there but also with □!' 
returning from combat i on e s 
Among her duties were developing 
recreational activities, acting as t 
consultant on personal problema anc 
handling loans. 
U[}on completion of that aulgn- 
ent she wns sent to Okinawa. He; 
contingent arrived tliere Just a fen 
days before hostilities censed. Asked 
If she ViTrc under gunfire. Miss Scul- 
ly amlled, "Not until VJ dny when 
tho OI's let Kt> In celebration." 
Shortly afterwards, the Island was 
beset with the srlm realities ot a 
tmhoon. 

Practically everything wa.^ torn up, 
she recalled, but the ned Cross con- 
tingent did not nuflLT greatly bo- 
cau^e the wind could go tlirouich Iti 
unflnl.thcd buildings. Ml.u Scully 
said the force ot the typhoon wns 
strong enough to move quonsei huts 
"^t up tor army \tsr. 

In addition to her duties with the 
usual ormy personnel there wa; 
work with prisoners ot wor repat- 
riated Irom JupanciC Internment 
enmps. For the moat ot them It 
lliclr first decent food, clothing and 
shelter In tour years, nnd their first 
Ellmpr* of women like tlia'^e they 
mcmbcred at home. 

Korea was the next assignment 
for Ml,is Scullj'. She tnught English 
to Koreans In a school conducted by 
the American military government. 
Her students were eager, aho related, 
and generally pleased with the re- 
placement of Japanese personnel by 
Americans, 

For tho moat part, laitructlon In 
English was restricted to the privil- 
eged classes. Her students Included 
Korean businessmen, and at first 
only students who had completed 
university training. Later the elasses 
were opened to those who could 
satisfactorily pans an entrance ex- 
amination. 

Many Koreans told her they were 



planning future -study In the United 
states. Their itchDol aysiem Li sim- 
ilar to tliat here, slic said. During 
tho occupation many students wcro 
sent to Japan for additional study. 
As many 350 students would be 
taUKht during n term, with classes 
limited to 25 for cnch one-hour In- 
struction period. 

Trnn.'.portntlon In Keren po.ied a 
problem for MLis Scully, but she 
pnrtlnlly solved It by purchasing a 
Dlcj'cle. She worked alone In Korea 
but roomed with another girl ei 
ployed by the government. 

WhUe In Korea. MLw Scully lc«r 
ed much ot the language and ci 
tom.i. Oho was Invited to give t 
traditional consralulatory speech 
a Wedding. Her students helped her 
prepare Uio speech In It* correct 
form. Korean women Wear two wed- 
ding rings, usually of silver but oc- 
cn.iionnIly of gold. 

Koreans cling lenaclously to cia- 
tom. she explained as she showed n 
benutlfuily cut Jnde stone set In a 
gold ring, and a met.i! cut pin be- 
llcved to be of Mongolian origin, Tlie 
carries out the typical Korean 
of the animate nnd dcplcta a 
on n nowcr. MLm Scully ex- 
plained tho Korcsiu decorate ex- 
tensively with onlmab nnd Insecl.i 
Which they prefer to Innnlmnle 
objects. 

After 18 months on Korea. MIm 
Scully returned to the United Stnirs 
for n leave of absence, rclunilng to 
Korea for two years to continue her 
work with army personnel. 

She bonrdcd the USS General at 
Inchou, Korea, early in December 
for her trip back to this countri'. 
Evacuees from Nnnklng, China, were 
among the passenger,!.

President Truman's report to congresa on 
military aid to Qrcece was dIsappolntinB on 
two counts. One was the failure of the 
United Nations to do anything about the 
help that Albania. Bulgaria and Yugoslavia 
are giving the Greek communists. The other 
was the failure or the Greek army to Inflict a 
final defeat on the guerrillas when It had 
them on the run. 

The guerrillas were pocketed In the Grom- 
mo3 mountains last summer and apparently 
ripe for the final blow. But thoy escaped Into 
Albania where, according to law and cus- 
tom, thoy should have been disarmed and 
Interned. Instead the Albanian government 
gave asylum and presumably supplies to Its 
fellow communists until they were rendy to 
reenter Greece and resume the war. 

The U, N. "appealed" to Albania to disarm 
the guerrlllaa, since It has no power to en- 
force an order to that effect. But Albania, 
backed by the other Balkan governments and 
Hussla, Ignored the request. There was noth- 
ing for the vcto-paralyzcd security council 
to do but let the Communist Balkan alliance 
Bo ahead and prolong the civil war. 

Even then It might have been possible for 
the Greek army to liquidate the rebels. For 
on Sept. 30, the end of the period which the 
President's report covered, the government's 
armed forces (Including the navy) numbered 
168,500 as against an estimated 22.000 in the 
guerrilla forces. 

But the Communists were not liquidated. 
And between the lines of the President's 
moderate diplomatic language one reads a 
story of a breakdown In Greek military 
leadership, and a consequent breakdown In 
Greek morale. In spite of modern equipment 
and supplies and expert military advice, 
which have cost this country $170,000,000, the 
Greek command could not or would not mc 
them with the skill and determination nec- 
essary to end the war. 

Americans are not asked to fight and die 
In Greece or In China. But Americans arc 
naked to supply the help without which both 
countries would certainly be In the hands of 
the Communists today, it Is not too much .to 
aak the governments whom we aid to help 
themselves to the best of their ability. 

Many have complained that the American 
government Is supporting fascism and re- 
action In Greece and China. That Is un- 
fortunate, but unavoidable. The only alter- 
native Is to abandon the people of those 
countries to communism. 

What seems more important now Is the at- 
titude and operation of those governments, 
rather than their political complexion. The 
fact that Greece has lost an early victory 
and China has suffered repeated defeats 
through inefficiency or hesitancy or indiffer- 
ence or worse Is of immedlato concern. 

Yet we are unable to do much about It. Wo 
cannot abandon these countries to commun- 
ism. We cannot take active command of 
their forces or direction of their governments 
without violating neutrality and risking war. 
We are caught in the middle. And about the 
only prospect before us Is to spend more mil- 
lions and hope for the best. 



STEP TOWARD FREEDOM 

nrtecn yoors ago, when Hitler's purge of 
the Jews was Just beginning, a Polish law pro- 
fessor brought a revolutionary proposition 
before the League of Nations. It was a crime, 
he said, to persecute or exterminate groups 
of human beings because of their race, re- 
ligion, language or nationality. He called this 
crime "genocide," from the Greek word 
meaning race and the Latin word for kill. 
And he said there should be an international 
law aginst it. 

But the league's legal experts told him 
there wasn't any such crime. Not until 12 
years later was any official notice taken ot 
this man's solitary legal cnisade. Then the 
professor, whose name Is Raphael Lemkln 
and who now teaches at Yale, was given the 
Job of writing the genocide clause In the in- 
dictments at the 1045 Nuremberg trials. 

Now at last Professor Lemkin has won his 
long fight against mass murder and persecu- 
tion. The U, N. general a.ssembly has voted to 
outlaw genocide. The vote was 55 to 0, with 
three absences but no abstentions. Even Rus- 
sia did not object to the Idea that, on sped 
fled grounds, it Is Just as wrong to kill a mil 
lion people as it is to kill one man. 

The genocide ban must still be ratified by 
the Individual U. N. member states. But the 
big task Is undoubtedly finished. And It 
marks a considerably more practical and Im- 
mediate stop than the u. N.'s adoption of the 
declaration of human rights, though It is a 
much shorter step. 

It Is also a step In the direction of the al' 
most forgotten declaration of the four free- 
doms. That declaration was one of those 
Idealistic goals like the Atlantic charter 
which appealed to people all over the world 
In the highly charged emotional atmosphere 
of war. 

These Ideals have been largty forgotten, at 
least by the world's statesmen. In these last 
three years of political tension. But now at 
least the tT. N. is on record with a majority 
vote in favor of Individual freedoms. And the 
gcnoddo convention, If ratified, will back 
further Individual protection with the force 
<3l IntematloDol law.

The Idaho stole Orange kept to the middle ol Un 

official Orange attitude on questlon.n which affect 
farmers remained InUct, The Orange ha-s always been 
a con.ier%-aUvc group, and by rcsoluUo:i.i llicy liiillc.ilrd 
mat therj hn.i been no change In tho undcrlylns niU- 
tude. 

Tlio flnueat condcmnaUon was reserved tor the 
t.-hool reorgnnhotlon law. through which Idaho edu- 
ciiUon la IK-ins to grope lis way out ot Uip JuiikIc. 
GranRcrs were almost unanlmoan In rir.frlbliiK the 
law ax "iiTidcmDcnitlf, illclntorlal nnd orbltnirj-." llicir 
obJecUvc Is that school districts In rural areas are of- 
ten conaoUdated against the will of residents. This 
Orange atUtude Is understandable. Schools In small 
farm communlUea ara often the aoclal center for an 
entire area. If the f.chool Is consolidated wlUi fome 
other unit, social activity Is liable to expire nnd Uie 
actilemcni along wlUi It. While admitting that Ihb Is 
true, proponents ot Uie orKonltatlon law can also 
point out that It Is very rare. 

It Li hnr.-l to reconcllr this rcsoluUon with members' 
olicn-cxprcj'ied oppttilUon to high taxea and ever 
Increasing e.ipendlluro ol public money. Tho school 
law hns .11 lis primary purpose the equalliaUon ot 
edUcaUonal opportunities lor all Idaho children, 
whether they live on Uic farm or In the city: but Its 
secondary objccUve Is Uie saving of tax money. For 
years. Id*ho school dlstrlcta labored under a monr- 
fary burden, and the nchool roorganlraUon law was 
the first I'.rp toward cleaning hou.ie. 

The most extreme critics might assert that OranKcra 
were splitting hairs on the public power Issue. They 
buck, by rcolutlon. Uie cllenilon ot U-deral power lines 
m Idaho, the construcUon of mulU pie -purpose dams 
to harness hydro -electric power and tho non-profit 
dlslribuUJn ot elec'Jlc energj-. And yet they turned 
thumbs down on the creaUon of public uUlltj- dlitrlctt 
ruch as Uiose In V/a.ihlnKton and Oregon. This la 
Inconsistent One can hardly be wllhout the other. 
Oranscrs ri-rc oL-o opposed to the Columbia valley 
authority which would bring o^re-all power develop- 
ment lo the entire pacific northwest, plus Irrigation 
and recIomaUon. 

As a political bloc, the Orange has influence. Its 
leglalaUve committee will be at Boise In January to 
urge Idahtj legislator- to enact Into law the resolutions 
adopted at Lewlston. With It.OOO members, the Orange 
cun make itji demands heard, but for those who appre- 
ciate and respect this potential, there la nothing to 
fear.

The plont, which serves the cen- 
tral counties of Maslc Volley, bos 
a water sTBtem consisting ot two 
wells MO leet deep and o reservoir 
with R cnpacU; ot 11S.0OO Enllons. 
Twti Bcparoto water lines supply the 
plant An el&ht-lnch lino supplies 
tlie proecsalns portion of the oper- 
atlcm and a sU'tnch line carries 
.water used to float potatoes to the 
conveyor. None ol the water Is used 
a second time. 

Palp Use Planned 

Accordlns to plant olllclols. the 
pulp Is not belnit used ot the pres- 
ent time, but plans have been made 
lor usInE It aa livestock Iced durlns 
the lOiD oeoaon. 

'In photo No. 1 potatoes to be 
processed Into starch at the laetory 
of the Magic Volley Proceaalnjt 
oompany ore brought by trucks and 
carried by ovcrheod conveyor belts 
Into the atorafie buildlnt.
